Suspect in Twin Falls 
shooting in custody, 
ftccs muadcr charge

TWIN FALLS - The young man killed 
in a Saturday evening shooting was a 
hard-working, college-bound immigrant^ 
from a prominent family in Afghanistan,. 
the victim’s father said Tuesday. 

"He was wise, he was smart and he; 
was intelligent - and he had manhers," 
said Zafar Shalizi in a telephone inter- 
view from Palm Springs, Calif. “We told 
-him not to go {to-Twin Falls) because he— 
had things to do this year. I didn’t wont 
him away for one minute.” 

Shalizi’s 18-ycor-oId son, Yamin, was 
shot between the eyes at about 830 pjn. 
Saturday atthc intersection of Shoshone 
Street South and Second Avenue South. 
He was visiting on old childhood friend, 
Manuel Flores, with whom he’d grown 
up in Palm Springs. 

After the ^ooting,'poUcc arrested Jay 
Marvin Velasco, 15, of Twin Falls. 

Velasco, who was bom in Guatemala, 
faces a charge of first-degree murder. He 
is being held in Twin Falls on a bond of 
$250,000. 

"Vl^cn he was home, he was no prob- 
lem,” said a man who IdemiCed himself 
05 Velasco's stepfather, “butlikc a lot of 
bdys, he didn’t want to stay in the house. 
He wanted to kick around with his 
friends." 

"We’d'tcll turn to stay home and he’d 
. say ‘Yes,* but when we came home from 
work, he was gone,” Velasco’s stepfather < 
said in a telephone interview. 

Though they were bom on different 
continents, Velasco and Sholizt wound 
up in the same place on the night of 
Shelia’s slaying, according to Flores. 

Shortly after the shooting, Flores told 
police that he was driving north on 
Shoshone Street with Shalizi when some- 
one in another edr hailed them at the 
Second Avenue stoplight 

Shalizi got out of Horcs* vehicle and 
stepped te the driver's side of the other

Clinton restated his case t^Inst 
Saddam, saying that it was impor- 
tant for the United States to 
make dear that “reckless acts • 
have consequences.” 

The president said that the 
attack and the extension of the 
“no-fly” zone in southern Iraq 
have “reduced Saddam’s ability 
to strike ouc.again aiMsjicigh-.. 
bors.” 

To do less, he said, would 
encourage Saddam in the sort of 
aggression forincr President Bush 
was forced to curb in 1991 during 
the Persian Gulf War. 

“We do not want that to hap- 
pen again,” Clinton said. 


“Therefore I had to do what I did 
today.” 

As American .missiles roared 
into Iraq earlier in a daylight 
strike, U.S. allies watched from 
the sidelines, some of them voic- 
ing sharp criticism. 

France, Spain and Russia 
objected, as did China. Saudi 
Arabia refused to allow Saudi- 
.-based -U.S. planes to take part in 
the assault. Britain, Germ^yond 
Japan applauded Clhuon’s 
action.

“I collect ideas like I collect 
objects," Purifoy says. “They 
become pictures in your head. 
Them yoii ^c^ic theni when you 
get around to it.” 

Every day, Purifoy toils cither 
in his studio or outdoors, dabbling 
or welding indoors or moving and 
adjusting pieces outside. 

His sculptures reflect myriad 
themes: his cynicism', seen in a 
work called “Voting Booth," 




which, when viewed from the 
rear, is actually a row of toilets; 
his humor, evident in “1110 Kirtiy 
Express," a whimsical, 200-foot- 
long track and train made from 
bicycle wheels and discarded vac- 
uum cleaners; and his spirituality, 
alluded to in a work that explores 
parallels between voodoo and 
Christianity. 

Purifoy is the subjea of a film 
-documentary andJs seeking a_ 
publishcr for a coffee table book, 
a project for which he received a 
small grant, Welch said.
